QUITO AND HAS BEEN UNABLE RECEIVE REMITTANCE THEREOF. CLP LOCAL 
LAWYER JM RUMAZO ARCO, HAS SOLE POWER OF ATTORNEY, BUT HAS IGNORED 
CLP'S DEMANDS FOR REMITTANCE. 

2. ACCORDING BACKGROUND SUPPLIED BY FIRM, CLP ORIGINALLY INTENDED 
ESTABLISH EXPORT-IMPORT BUSINESS IN ECUADOR IN PARTNERSHIP WITH 
ECUADOREAN NATIONAL JOSE LARA POZO AND DEPOSITED $50,000 BANK 

OF LONDON AND MONTREAL. RELATIONSHIP WITH LARA SUBSEQUENTLY 
SEVERED, CLP ALLEGING LARA HAD MISAPPROPRIATED TO HIS USE LARGE 
AMOUNT FUNDS. CLP REVOKED LARA'S POWER OF ATTORNEY. IT THEN HIRED 
JM RUMAZO ARCO WHO ASSUMED POWER OF ATTORNEY AND REPRESENTED CLP 
BEFORE ECUADOREAN AUTHORITIES FOR PURPOSE OBTAINING IMPORT AND EXPORT 
LICENSES. HE LATER INFORMED CLP THAT GOE AUTHORITIES TURNED DOWN 
LICENSE APPLICATIONS AND GAVE NO EXPLANATION.
